The first part of the question 
“How are the dead raised up?” 
There are various quotations 
that might be here given, but 
time and space would fail us 
suffice it to say that the power 
and the ability is in the Christ, 
the divine head of the Church.

We will en- 
deavor to answer this question 
by asking how did God ever 
form man from the dust of the 
earth? and if an omnipotent 
God can bring man into exist- 
ence from the dust of the earth, 
then can we afford to limit His 
power and question His bring- 
ing our bodies from the dust of 
the earth into a glorified body 
to reign with Him forever?

sent further proof as to the 
resurrection of Christ and His 
followers and the means em- 
ployed, we now proceed with 
the later part of the question. 

“With what body do _ they 
come?” If the enemy could 
swerve us from the real truth of 
the glorious result of the resur- 
rection, he would partially suc- 
ceed, though not so much as if 
we did not believe in the resur- 
rection at all. Some undertake 
to helieve in a resurrection, but 
say that it is not this body that 
shall rise. Now if it is not this 
body that shall rise then it is no 
resurrection if Webster has the 
proper use of language. 

Some believe that a kind of 
spirit or ethereal body will come 
forth from the tomb, something 
that will not even break the 
sod or disturb the earth, and 
this body will never rise. 

We would do well in this in- 
quiry to look well into what 
body the Christ came forth with, 
whether it was the same body 
or some other body that He 
might have been supplied with 
during His three days of ab- 
sence from among men. We find 
the answer when He made His 
appearance to His followers and 
Thomas said he wouldn’t be- 
lieve unless he thrust his hand 
in His side and see the nail 
prints in his hands. So the Lord 
invited him to examine the nail 
prints in His hands, and the 
wound in His side, and He 
said, a _ spirit cannot have 
flesh and bones as you see 
me have. This should forever 
sweep from the field the ques- 
tion of a mere spirit or ethe- 
real body. As further proof it is 
written that He was the first- 
fruits of them that slept. Then 
if He is the firstfruits and the 
resurrected saints are to be the 
latter fruits and John said we 
are to be like Him for we shall 
see Him as He is, then the con- 
clusion of the whole matter is 
that if Jesus arose with the 
same body then His followers 
will do likewise. 

Some say that this body dies 
and that is the last of it, but in- 
stead of that being the last of 
it, it only serves as a promise of 
a better life. “Thou fool that 
which thou sowest is not quick- 
ened except it die.” When the 
Holy Spirit decided to answer 
this question by the hand of 
the inspired writer, He gives us 
a viston of a field of wheat or of 
some grain and said thus shall 
it be in the resurrection. Now 
the seed of corn has a life germ 
within it. When the grain which 
is sown decays and mortifica-

THE SHEPHERD 


AND THE SHEEP

The Lord is my shepherd: I 
shall not want. He maketh me 
to lie down in green pastures; 


he leadeth me _ beside the 
still waters, he restoreth my 
soul: He leadeth me in the 
paths of righteousness for 
his name’s sake. Yea, though 
1 walk through the valley 
of the shadow of death, I will 
fear no evil; For thou art with 
me; thy rod and thy staff they 
comfort me. Thou preparest a 
table before me in the presence 
of mine enemies: thou anointest 
my head with oil; my cup run- 
neth over. Surely goodness and 
mercy shall follow me all the 
days of my life; and I will dwell 
in the house of the Lord for- 
ever, Psalms 23. 


This Psalm is not a lot of 
beautiful words put together 
like fruit in a basket ‘in a 
tumbled up way, but is an_ in- 
spired picture of the steps a be- 
liever takes in his spiritual jour- 
ney from earth to Heaven. A 
clear description of our succes- 
sive steps that we take from the 
new birth to Glory. That is why 
it makes no mention of pardon 
or repentence, but starts from 
the standpoint of the new birth 
and goes right on describing the 
progress of the shepherd and 
the sheep. 

In the first verse, the original 
is “Jehovah is my shepherd,” 
and when Jesus says Iam _ the 
good shepherd in the 10th chap- 
ter of St. John He . identifies 
Himself with the Jehovah of 
tLis chapter, which is an invalu- 
able proof that He is the Jeho- 
vah of the Old Testament, and 
of His deity, and the fact that 
He is our good shepherd, gives 
perfect assurance that He will 
at all times take care of us, if 
we will at all times trust Him, 
and that assurance in the heart 
will dispel all doubts from our 
minds having the assurance 
that we belong to Him and none 
other, praise God. The next 
step from the standpoint of the 
birth is, “HE MAKETH ME TO 
LIE DOWN.” Here is a picture 
of a soul after being fed, lying 
down at the feet of Jesus, and 
the very act of lying down indi- 
cates perfect contentment, with 
God’s will: Yea a perfect and 
everlasting consecration to all 
His blessed will. Sheep will not 
lie down if they are hungry, or 
scared. But when they are fed 
and free from alarm they . will 





lie down in perfect qnietness 
and contentment at the feet of 
the shepherd. “Glory.” And this 
is a picture of entire abandon- 
ment of the soul to the Lord Je- 
sus Christ, which comes ‘*fter 
the new birth. Here we lay 
down all anxiety of the past and 
the future—all the past, here 
we lay down at His feet trust- 
ing Him to lead, guide us in all 
things, which means. every 
thought, every plan, all ambi- 
tion, yea we lay them, down at 
the feet of the Master. 

The next thought is, the 
“GREEN PASTURES”. The 
shepherd chooses the place 
where the sheep shall lie down, 
(Natural.) Just so Jesus Christ 
chooses for us or else we choose 
for ourselves, to our own hurt, 
with heart aches and bitter 
tears. 

Jesus chooses all the program 
of our sanctification and full 
salvation when He begins to 
work a great work in us. Yea 
He fully provides for a full sal- 
vation for every soul. If one can- 
not read, He will provide a way 
for them to fall in with some 
good Holy Ghost meeting where 
he can hear a full Gospel mes- 
sage. If one can read God will 
lead them in green pastures of 
His written Word, provided he 
has not an opportunity to attend 
a meeting, howeverthe case may 
be, God must choose the places 
of green pastures, or you will 
make no progress with Him. A 
sinner cannot make a complete 
consecration, but he must be 
justified to make this full con- 
secration, which. brings a_ full 
salvation. 

The next great truth in our 
text is, “HE LEADETH ME BE- 
SIDE THE STILL WATERS.” 
The marginal reads, “waters of 
quietness.” The still waters are 
a river and that river is the Holy 
Ghost. When we make x: com- 
pleté consecration the Lord 
leads us to the river of the Holy 
Ghost. There is a river that is 
spoken of in various places 
throughout the entire Bible. 
This river with four heads, is 
mentioned by Moses, David, 
Isaiah, Ezekiel and John. First 
we read of it in the Garden of 
Eden, in Genesis, and it runs on 
through the book of the Apoc- 
alypse, clear on through the 
new heaven and new earth. 

There are many emblems of 
the Holy Ghost in the Bible.

tion sets in, the grain is dead 
but there is a germ of life which 
promises new life. This germ 
reaches out its fingers and takes 
hold of the sunlight and mois- 
ture of the earth and then the 
new life is seen in the corn, then 
in the blade and then in the full 
ear. 

As further proof we quote 
“But God giveth it a body as it 
hath pleased Him and to every 
seed His own body.” This is 
conclusive proof that the seed 
that is planted in the earth will 
receive its own body and not 
some other body. We are of the 
firm belief that God is able to 
bring back the same body that is 
sown. 

Scientists tell us that every 
particle of our body is made 
over anew every seven years. 
Even if this be true, that does 
not say that I am not the same 
man that I was_ twenty-five 
years ago. 

The subject of the resurrec- 
tion affords no material for ex- 
ponents of evolution. It is not a 
change of species. This how- 
ever, does not alter the fact that 
there is room for improvement. 
Some evolutionists speak of 
evolution of the steam engine. 
This theory is incorrect and not 
well founded. The steam engine 
has been greatly improved, but 
not by the process of evolution. 
The steam engine did not evo- 
lute into a flying machine but 
has been steadily improved to 
meet the needs of the inventor. 
Neither is the resurrection a 
process of evolution or a change 
of species but it is an advanced, 
improved and higher order of 
life for the same _ individual, 
hence it is written, this corrupt- 
ible must put on incorruption 
and mortality must put on im- 
mortality. Then shall the say- 
ing be brought to pass, death 
is swallowed up in victory. Yes, 
it is victory beyond death, not 
a cessation of existence, but the 
open door to a higher and better 
life, Yes, a life where there is 
no death. 

The body that we shall have 
in the resurrection will be in- 
corruptible, which is to say, im- 
possible of decay. No sickness, 
no physical trouble of any kind. 
“It is sown in weakness, it is 
raised in power.” Physicians 
have estimated that three- 
fourths of the world have 
bodies that are marked with dis- 
eases. We all have bodies full of 
weakness. We look at our 
friends and we may say, they 
are the picture of health and at 
the same time sickness and dis- 
ease playing on their body. 
Thank God, we shall be raised 
in power, not subject to dis- 
ease, ache or pain, but perfect 
health will be ours forever. 





Our glorified body will be a 
heavenly body. A further con- 
sideration of what body the 
Lord possessed after He arose 
from the tomb: We conclude it 
was heavenly because He led 
them out as far as Bethany, 
lifted up His hands and blessed 
them and so He ascended. A 
cloud received Him out of their 
sight and heavenly beings testi- 
fied that the same Jesus that is 
taken up from among you shall 
come again in like manner. In 
His body He sat down at the 
right hand of the Father’s 
throne. Stephen under a show- 
er of stones looked up and saw 
Jesus standing at the right hand 
of God, the same body. 

The conclusion of the whole 
matter is that if we are to be 
like Him, we shall possess an in- 
dividual, glorified, heavenly 
body, one that will not be held 
by gravity and may go and 
come through the air, even as 
our Lord in His body went 
through the air. Oh, to be like 
Him is the heart’s desire of 
every true follower of His and 
the glorious hope of every 
Christian that will be realized 
fully in the resurrection.

The first emblem is the love, 
then the oil, and fire. But He is 


compared to a river more than 
all other emblems put together, 
and He is never compared to a 
pond of standing water or a 
lake, but always to a river that 
flows, always in motion, never 
standing. He is from Eternity 
to Eternity, never beginning, 
never ending. But Oh a sweet, 
natural, outflowing from. the 
very heart of the Father. and so 
the Bible plainly reveals that 
the Holy Ghost is a river flow- 
ing out of the sanctified heart 
a divine stream that never 
stops, but flows on forever to 
and from the very heart of God 
the Father. 

“HE RESTORETH M Y 
SOUL.” Most every one thinks 
this means the backslider, how- 
ever it may include the back- 
slider, but that is not the real 
meaning, but the real meaning 
is that when we receive the Holy 


Ghost, He restores us back to 
the very image of God yea the 
fellowship of God to full com- 
munion with Him, and we are 
never fully restored to His fel- 
lowship until we receive the 
Holy Ghost. No one can live the 
Christ life in its fulness until he 
is sanctified and filled with the 
Holy Ghost, for it is the Holy 
Ghost that causes us to live the 
Christ life, and walk in the 
paths of righteousness. Holy 
and Righteous, are twin words, 
they go side by side; ‘“Right- 
eous, and Holy, Holy and Right- 
eous.”

75. 








The next verse is one that has 
been misunderstood all through 
the ages. YEA THOUGH I 
WALK THROUGH THE VAL- 
LEY OF THE SHADOW OF 
DEATH, I WILL FEAR NO 
EVIL; FOR THOU ART WITH 
ME. THY ROD AND THY 
STAFF THEY COMFORT ME; 
right here is the cream of the 
whole chapter, and it is Oh so 
often misunderstood, taken to 
mean departing from this life, 
which is the wrong  construc- 
tion. In the first He does not say 
in the valley of death but in the 
valley of the SHADOW of death. 
How did the man get in the val- 
ley of the shadow of death? do 
you know? he certainly did not 
get there by being sick or dying, 
buf “Oh Glory!” he got there 
by walking in the paths of 
righteousness, and a dead man 
doesn’t walk. It was not disease 
that got him thru but right- 
eousness. The man did not die 
because the next verse says he 
got out, and bless God when he 
did get out he had a_ banquet 
prepared right in the presence 
of his enemies; that shows the 
man did not die, but if he had 
died he would have gone on to 
heaven,and thereareno enemies 
in heaven/ Now don’t you see 
the point? Grasp the great in- 
spiration, get the Vision! Now 
let us find what this valley is. 
If you will notice the life of all 
the Patriarchs and the saints, 
yea and your own life, you will 
find that you will see that after 
we receive the Holy Ghost and 
begin to live a true sanctified 
life in Jesus Christ He will lead 
us into some narrow place. A 
lonely place, a sad place, a can- 
yon. A canyon is a deep valley 
with perpendicular walls on 
either side. These are to be 
found in the Rocky Mountains, 
here history says they are two 
thousand feet deep and nothing 
there but desert rocks and rat- 
tle snakes, no one lives there 
and the sun goes down at two- 
thirty in the afternoon. It is a 
land of shadows and lonliness, 
and this represents the path 
that Jesus leads a true bride- 
hood saint. Oh to be sure, if 
you haven’t been there you will 
if you continue to walk in the 
paths of righteousness. The 
saints in bygone days have all 
been led by God and the shep- 
herd to the valley of the shadow 
of death without knowing 
where they were going, and 
when saints are led along this 
part of the journey they do not 
know what ails them. They are 
sad, they are lonely. Yea they 
are tempted, they are _ tried; 
they live in a dry land, God is 
putting them to a test. God is 
proving their faith, so that they 
are separated from other peo- 
ple and drawn with a divine at- 
traction to a narrow, lonely 
place. Yea God weans the soul 
from the past and draws it 
where it can no more trust in 
profession, yea completely de- 
taches it from all humanism, 
apart from human affection, to 
teach them a true lesson in di- 
vine love, can’t go here on feel- 
ings but pure faith in Him and 
His inspired Word. Here you 
must live a life of pure faith, 
this is absolutely necessary to 
Christian perfection. This val- 
ley is a lonely life, a life where 
you are misunderstood, and 
misrepresented, and where it 
may seem to others you have 
lost out, you cannot’ under- 
stand yourself, you cannot ex- 
plain your condition to the 
brethren, you cannot find 
words to express your condi- 
tion, you see they are all mis- 
understanding you, you realize 


they all are puzzled about your) 


condition, they want to help 
you. Oh sure they do, they would 
give anything if they could 
reach you, but they don’t under- 
stand how to reach you. Oh you 
are sad, sad, lonely, your soul
